NEW YEAR MEANS NEW LAWS IN LAND OF LINCOLN 


Chicago Tribune 

State lawmakers captured plenty of attention this year for 
high-profile new laws reshaping Illinois’ landscape: a ma- 
jor income-tax increase, civil unions for same-sex couples 
and a death penalty ban. 

But they also passed measures that didn’t get as much 
notice, including more than 200 laws that take effect with 
the new year. Seeking to make good on campaign prom- 
ises made in 2010, legislators were busy approving rules on 
everything from who must wear a seat belt and how fast 
big trucks can drive to the proper disposal of pharmaceu- 


tical drugs and old computers. 

The General Assembly also put in place several new 
public safety measures, including setting up a registry to 
track convicted murderers after they are released from 
prison and requiring people who want to buy commercial- 
grade acids to give their names to the state, a response to 
attacks in 2006 and 2008 that left two Chicago women 
permanently disfigured. 

“We had an incredible year,” Senate President John Cul- 
lerton (D-Chicago) said of lawmakers’ efforts. Here is a 
look at some of the new laws and how they might affect you. 






LASER POINTERS 

Jail time is a possibility for someone 
caught pointing a laser into the cockpit 
of an airplane that is taking off, landing or 
in flight. The law is aimed at those laser 
pointers, which can blind pilots and put 
travelers at risk. 


LANDLORD 
LOCKS 

Cook County 
landlords will be 
required to change 
locks after a ten- 
ant moves out and 
before a new one 
moves in. If that does 
not happen and a theft 
occurs because of a fail 
ure to change the locks, the 
landlord can be held responsible 
for damages. 




SEATBELTS 

Starting Sunday, every 
passenger in a vehicle 
will be required to wear 
a seat belt, including 
those riding in the back 
seat. Previously, state 
law required only those 
in the front seat and 
those younger than 19 
to strap in. 




LOST PETS 

Shelters and 
animal control 
centers will be 
required to be 
more vigilant 
in helping re- 
unite lost pets 
with owners by 
requiring the 
facilities to more 
carefully screen 
for microchips 
that contain 
identifying 
information. 


FAKE POT 

A tougher ban on synthetic marijuana takes 
^ effect after loopholes in previous laws allowed 
shop owners to continue to sell the substance, 
which often is marketed as incense. Under 
the new law, it will become a felony to sell or 
possess fake pot. A similar ban took effect in 
Chicago this month. 



PHOTO IDS 

The Illinois secretary of state’s office 
can now issue state identification 
cards that do not contain a photo of an 
applicant who has a religious objection 
to being photographed. The measure 
came about after Amish leaders re- 
quested the change.

Flunking a health

Close watchers of Chicago’s food scene 
may have been surprised to learn that 
Alinea— one of the most highly regarded 
restaurants in the city and world— failed 
its routine health inspection a month ago. 

But what may seem like a big deal turns 
out to be a common occurrence in Chi- 
cago restaurants, according to a Tribune 
analysis of newly available city data. The 
records show that one in five Chicago res- 
taurant inspections during the past two 
years resulted in a failure. 

And it doesn’t just happen in dives. Of 
the Michelin-starred Chicago restaurants 
inspected— the guidebook designation is 
awarded to exceptional restaurants —more 
than one-third failed an inspection in the 
last two years, according to an online da- 
tabase launched last month as part of the 


city’s new transparency effort. 

So what does this mean? Are Chicago’s 
restaurants especially dangerous? Not real- 
ly, health officials say: Chicago restaurants 
don’t fare much worse than those in other 
big cities, and no restaurant can remain 
open if its violations pose a threat to pub- 
lic safety 

“Let’s put it in perspective: A fail should 
not necessarily scare a customer away,” said 
Efrat Stein, spokeswoman for the Chicago 
Department of PubHc Health. It’s not 
uncommon for any type of food business 
to fail an inspection whether high-end or 
mom-and-pop. What’s important is how 
quickly they fix the problem.” 

The records posted by the health de- 
partment show that most Chicago restau- 
rants do respond to violations quickly— es- 
pecially critical violations, the most serious 
of three categories. Restaurants that can’t 
correct critical violations during an inspec- 
tion have their licenses suspended and can’t 
reopen until the problems are corrected. 

The most common critical violations 


cited in health reports, Stein said, involve 
food temperature. At AHnea, the restau- 
rant was written up for a potato soup mea- 
sured at 51.8 degrees; the soup was cooling 
in an ice bath but had not reached the re- 
quired 40 degrees. The restaurant was not 
required to close, and it passed re-inspec- 
tion a week later. 

A new inspections website shares com- 
plete details of every restaurant inspection 
performed after January 2010 and is up- 
dated weekly Launched in November with 
minimal fanfare, the website already has 
received more than 11,000 hits. 

While some chefs agree that making 
more inspection information available is 
welcome in the interest of public safety 
others fear diners may overreact. 

“I can understand it, but I think it’s just 
too much information for the public,” said 
Giuseppe Tentori, executive chef of Boka. 
“They’ll be scared to go to a restaurant 
because it got some minor violation and 
think, ‘Oh my God, it must not be sanitary 
and so we should skip it.’ ” 
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EVEN AWARD WINNERS

Last month the Michelin Guide announced that 18 Chicago restaurants had earned stars from the 
organization. More than one-third failed at least one restaurant inspection during the past two 
years. All seven restaurants that failed inspections passed their re-inspections.

DO THESE MIRACLE CURES ACTUALLY 
WORK? REDEYE PUTS 5 TO THE TEST

REDEYE 

If New Year's Eve is the biggest party night of the year, then New Year's Day can 
readily be described as one huge hangover. 

To keep from ringing in 2012 with a ringing headache, nausea, dizziness, dry 
mouth and a general sense of regret, people will try almost anything. From spicy 
drinks to over-the-counter pills to more alcohol, aka “hair of the dog,” everyone 
seems to have a suggestion for their favorite “cure.” In early December, the FDA- 
regulated over-the-counter hangover pill hit the market. A combination of aspirin, 
caffeine and a stomach soother, the pill called Blowfish currently is available in 
Newlihrk City stores or online at forhangovers.com for $ii for 12 pills. 

Blowfish creator Brenna Haysom says 
the pills stand apart as a more reliable hang- 
over cure than simple vitamin supplements 
thanks to their caffeine and effervescent 
components, meant to help kick hangovers 
the morning after, rather than prevent them 
the night before. Although the pills are FDA 
regulated and made of FDA-approved com- 
ponents, the Blowfish pill did not go through 
the new drug approval process, Haysom says. 

Most other hangover remedies and cures 
are not FDA-approved to relieve the symp- 
toms of a hangover, and little research has 
been done to look into why certain cures 
may work on some people while others do 
nothing. 

“(Fm] not sure why the medical communi- 
ty doesn’t pay more attention to hangovers,” 

Haysom says. “Partly I think because it’s an 
entirely preventable condition and some peo- 
ple believe hangovers are good because they 
keep people from drinking too much.” 

While rush-shipping on Blowfish in time 
for New Year’s Eve madness isn’t a possibil- 
ity for Chicagoans, there still are plenty of 



rumored hangover preventers and cures avail- 
able, from marketed pills to DIY vitamin 
combinations. But do they actually work? We 
decided to test five purported hangover cures 
against a few nights out on the town. After a 
few weeks of morning-after testing, here are 
our unscientific results. Keep in mind that ev- 
ery hangover is different, and prices seen here 
may vary by location. 




BAR-GUMENTS 

SETTLING AG E-OLD, BAR-BASED DISAGREEMENTS ONE ARGUMENT AT A TIME 

When hangovers strike, the goal is simple: Rehydrate. In 2011, no drink was touted more for its 
miraculous hydrating abilities than coconut water. Whether you drink it plain or flavored, the 
beverage has been promoted in grocery stores and health stores alike, with brand Vita Coco even 
scoring a deal with Rihanna to be its spokeswoman. Despite its benefits, some people just can't 
get over the taste. Despite the name, coconut water tastes nothing like coconut and instead has a 
distinctive nutty, almost salty flavor You either love the stuff or you really, really hate it.

What it Isj Billed as a "hangover prevention 
remedy" these stick-to-your-skin patches are 
chock-full of vitamins to help restore balance to 
your dehydrated body. The package advises to 
wear one before heading out to drink and keep 
wearing it for eight hours after drinking. 

Where to get it: Order online at bytoxxom, 
$2.99 per patch 

The dosage: After several rounds of beer 
and more than one shot of whiskey with 
out-of-town friends, I got back to my friend’s 
apartment and tipsily slapped another Bytox 
patch on my arm for good measure. Hey if 
one works, two must be great, right? 

The result: The only lasting effects of this 
patch seemed to be the red marks left on my 
arms when I had to yank them off like a Band- 
Aid the next morning. I was squarely at home 
in hangover city. Perhaps I should have relied 
less on the vitamins and paid more attention 
to one particular direction on the package: 
"Stay well hydrated.” 

CHASER PLUS 

What it is: This over-the-counter pill contains 
a blend of homeopathic remedies to help 
ease symptoms such as noise sensitivity 
nausea, headache and dry mouth. 

Where to get It: Many CVS and Walgreens 
locations. $2 for four capsules 
The dosage: Two pills after a house party 
overflowing with cheap beer followed by a 
huge glass of water. 

The result: I’m not sure how ingredients like 
Zincum Metallicum are supposed to counter 
the effects of a night of drinking, but I still felt 
pretty nauseated the next morning. Pro tip: 
Avoid Old Milwaukee after midnight. 

PEDIALYTE 

What it is: A oral electrolyte solution market- 
ed to parents to help children replace fluids 
when sick. It’s not marketed as a hangover 
preventer, but some people swear by it. 
Where to get it: The children’s medicine aisle 
of most major pharmacies. $5.49 per bottle 
The dosage: Pedialyte has been a go- to 
remedy for me for a few years now. When 
other people reach for Gatorade, I reach for 
this bottle. So after heading out on a Tuesday 


night to check out a new bar. I decided to 
balance the pitcher of beer I helped drink 
with equal parts purple-tinted liquid. 

The result: Just like chugging water be- 
fore bed will help you immensely the next 
morning, so does chugging Pedialyte. 
Rehydration is the only simple key to pre- 
venting hangovers so, naturally I felt pretty 
good the next morning. Warning: The "unfla- 
vored” variety is just plain gross. Go grape. 

ACTIVATED CHARCOAL TABLETS 

What it is: Pills containing a carbon pow- 
der known for its absorption capabilities. 
Activated carbon often is used to keep poi- 
son from being absorbed into the body. 
Where to get It: Nature’s Way Activated 
Charcoal tablets are available in most stores. 
$11.25 for 100 capsules 
The dosage: I had heard from a bartender 
friend that the best way to use these pills 
was to pop one prior to going out and two 
once I got home. After a night of BYOB sushi 
with friends (and four glasses of red wine), I 
took just one more pill after I got home. 

The result: The charcoal pill seemed to 
make the wine have a lesser effect on me 
while we were at the restaurant. The next 
day I still felt a little fuzzy but better than I 
normally would have. 

VITAMIN BRILLS 

What it is: These water-soluble vitamins are 
thought to help boost metabolism and en- 
ergy and enhance the immune system. 
Where to get It: Nature’s Bounty B Complex 
Vitamins + B12 are available at many 
Walgreens stores. $5.49 for 90 capsules 
The dosage: A friend had a charmed interac- 
tion with vitamin B pills earlier this year, so I 
took her advice and took two pills along with 
two big glasses of water and a pain reliever 
after one of those "red wine dinner, followed 
by splitting a six pack” Saturday nights. 

The result: Think of these vitamins as a 
boost to your best cure (aka water and pain- 
killers). I felt more energized than I normally 
would after simply chugging water. But 
without the added water and pain killers, 
this remedy wouldn’t have worked nearly 
as well.

The rest of the Top 5 for the continent are 
country superstar Kenny Chesney who grossed 
$84.6 million, Lady Gaga ($63.7 million) and the 
previous year’s touring crown winner, Bon Jovi. 
The New Jersey rock band registered 
$57.1 million during 34 shows in 27 cities, down 
from $108.2 million in 2010 racked up during 
a more intensive year of touring that logged 51 
shows in 38 cities. 

Rounding out the Top 10 are Elton John 
($51.8 million), Sade ($48.6 million), Kanye West 
andJay-Z’s “The Throne” tour ($48.3 million), 

Lil Wayne ($44.4 million) and Celine Dion 
($41.2 million). 

Overall, Pollstar’s preliminary figures for the 
Top 25 tours showed total gross ticket revenue 
of $1.19 billion, down about 4 percent from the 
$1.24 billion tallied in 2010 in North America. 
Worldwide, the figures were nearly identical year 
to year at $2.1 billion. 

‘Although the overall dollar volume was down 
in 2011, the industry fared much better doing 
fewer shows and taking a more cautious ap- 
proach in its objectives,” Pollstar editor Gary 
Bongiovanni said in a statement issued along 
with the revenue figures. Pollstar’s complete 
report on the Top 200 tours of the year is sched- 


uled to be released Thursday 

Close behind U2 on the worldwide tour gross 
rankings was Take That, the former teen pop 
band from England that reunited for a hugely 
successful tour across the U.K. and Europe. The 
group, which was the springboard to fame for 
singer Robbie Williams, brought in $224 million 
from 35 shows in 17 cities. 

Bon Jovi ranks third worldwide with a total 
gross of $148.8 million, followed by Swift at 
$104.2 million and former Pink Eloyd singer- 
bassist Roger Waters at $103.6 million. 

Eilling out the worldwide Top 10 are John 
($102.7 million), Rihanna ($90 million), Chesney 
($84.6 million), Sade ($83.3 million) and Paul Mc- 
Cartney ($79.2 million). 


U2, Taylor Swift top 2011 
North American tours list

U2’s final spate of shows on its massive 
“360 Tour” lands as the top-grossing tour 
of 2011 across North America and 
throughout the world, according to 
Pollstar, the concert-industry track- 
ing magazine. 

The group, which had to 
postpone a significant chunk 
of shows that had been 
scheduled in 2010 when 
singer Bono injured his 
back, roared back in 2011, 
pulling in $156 million 
from 25 shows in 21 cities in 
North America. Worldwide the 
group logged $231.9 million from 
34 shows in 26 cities. 

U2 was the only act to cross the 
$100 million mark in North America, but 
pop-country princess Taylor Swift came close 
with$97.7 million for her “Speak Now” tour, 
which visited 59 cities for 80 performances.

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9 types of pre-exclusive relationships 


The Date Report 

One of the most frequently asked questions 
in the world of dating has got to be “If they’re 
not your significant other, then what the hell 
are they?”

“Fast Five,” “The Hangover Part IF’ and “Thor” were the year’s 
most pirated movies, topping a list that contained some surprising 
differences from the most popular movies at the box office. 

The fifth, and most successful, installment in Universal Pictures’ 
high-octane “Fast and Furious” action series, starring Vin Diesel 
and Paul Walker, was 
downloaded 9.3 mil- 
lion times worldwide 
in 2011 through the 
file-sharing technology 
BitTorrent. The data 
was compiled by the 
BitTorrent-focused 
website TorrentFreak. 

The top 10 list for 
the year included 
several movies that 

did little business at the box office but were particularly popu- 
lar among tech-sawy young males, including the Jake Gyllenhaal 
science-fiction film “Source Code” and the Zach Snyder-directed 
“Sucker Punch.” A surprising No. 7 was the James Franco drama 
“127 Hours,” which came out in late 2010 but gained more attention 
early this year due to its multiple Oscar nominations. 

The year’s most popular movie at the box office, “Harry Potter 
and the Deathly Hallows: Part 2,” barely sneaked onto the most 
pirated movie list at No. 10, having been illegally downloaded 
6 million times. The No. 2 and No. 3 box office films, “Transform- 
ers: Dark of the Moon” and “The Twilight Saga: Breaking Dawn 
Part I,” didn’t make the top 10 list of pirated titles. 

Some good news for the Hollywood studios that have been 
waging a furious war on piracy— through technological means 
and by lobbying for anti-piracy legislation in Washington— the 
average number of downloads among films in the top 10 fell. Last 
year’s most pirated movie, ‘Avatar,” for instance, was downloaded 
16.6 million times, 78 percent more than “Fast Five.” 

The downturn could be explained by the growing prevalence of 
legal ways to watch movies online, such as Netflix streaming, or by 
alternatives to BitTorrent for online piracy such as sites that allow 
users to illegally stream video without downloading files. Or it could 
simply be due to the lower popularity of this year’s releases.

Actor Jeremy Renner scuffed around Holly- 
wood for a decade before his career took off 
in 2009 when he was nominated for an Oscar 
in his starring role in the bomb-disposal war 
drama “The Hurt Locker.”

They just pitched me the whole story where 
my character was at, and it all made sense.

Is there much 
of you in him? 

I can get very nervous about stuff, and I have 
to do something to relieve that nervousness, 
and Tom thought it was pretty funny and he 
put it in the movie. My character is complicat- 
ed, and I really liked that. He starts off as this 
very buttoned-up desk-jockey type, and then 
things happen and there’s more than meets 
the eye to him, which is always interesting.
